Fall. 


Sept, 3 is the deadline for candi- 
dates to file petitions for the elec- 
tion, which is 30 days later, Nov. 
3. Indications are that many coun- 
tians will seek trustee jobs this 
year. 


Previously, all three trustees 


were named for two - year terms.

GARNER PLEADED FOR HARMONY 


WASHINGTON — To those who sat in 


the secret Senate Judiciary Committee 


meeting which finally buried the Supreme 
Court Bill, it was one of the most dramatic 
sessions ever held on Capitol Hill. 


Republican members of the Committee 


looked on with ill-concealed delight while 
Democrats, complete unabashed, openly 
pleaded for party harmony. 


Vice President Garner, just arrived from 


the Robinson funeral, was the chief plead- 
er. He told his Democratic colleagues, in ef- 
fect, that it was a question of the party or 
the bill, and let's stand by the party. 


"I want to do anything that can be done 


to help the country," Garner told the Judi- 
ciary Committee, "but I also want 'to save 
the Democratic Party from a bust-up.

DIET AND HEALTH 


How Typhoid and Typhus are Eradicated 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


IT WAS a hundred years ago 
that Dr. William Wood Gerhard, in 
Philadelphia, pointed out that the 
symptoms and the character of ty- 


phoid fever were 
peculiar to itself 
and unlike other 
f e v e r s w i t h 
w h i c h It was 
t h e n confused. 
Before his work, 
nearly any con- 
tinued fever was 
c a l l e d typhus. 
Typhus fever is 
a distinct entity 
and entirely dif- 
ferent from ty- 
phoid. 


Gerhard d i d 


Dr. Clendenlng 
not have the ad- 
vantagj of be- 


ing able to Isolate the germs of the 
two diseases which can easily be 
proved to be different. 
He had to 


rely on the physical changes in the 
body produced by the two diseases. 
He pointed out that the spots of in- 
flammation and the ulcers in the 
intestine in typhoid fever did not 
occur in the other disease. "It is 
as Impossible," he wrote, "to change 
typhoid into typhus fever, as it is 
to change the eruption of measles 
into the pustules of smallpox." 


This was clear thinking and rev- 


olutionary thinking for his day. 


Ills Almost Disappear 


Both typhus fever and typhoid 


fever virtually have disappeared by 
now. Typhus fever went out short- 
ly 
after 
Gerhard's time, when 


more humane and hygienic meth- 
ods of handling: prisoners In jails 


(it was nicknamed "jail fever") 
were Introduced. Overcrowding on 
ships was also reduced and this ac- 
tion contributed to .the decline of 
typhus. 
Typhoid, however, continued Ita 


relgri for many years after Ger- 
iard. It was one of the dreaded In- 
testinal infections of this time of 
year. Fifty years ago at this sea- 
son you would have heard of one or 
two of your friends down with ty- 
phoid every week. 


By contrast, I have before me the 


record of,the number of cases of 
typhoid in the large cities of the 
United States in 1936. In 18 larg* 
cities there was no death from ty- 
phoid fever last year. Not one. Ths 
actual number of cases is not re- 
corded, but as the mortality of ty- 
phoid is about ten per cent, it 
might be argued statistically that 
less than ten cases of typhoid oc- 
curred in these cities. That is quite 
an achievement. No large city had 
more than ten deaths, which means 
by the same reasoning that no large 
city in the United States had as 
many as a hundred cases of typhoid 
fever in 1936. In 1886 there would 
not have been less than a thou- 
sand! 
What has brought this about? 


The recognition that typhoid fever 
is a water-borne disease and the 
regular supervision of the water 
supply. Next the practice of pre- 
venting typhoid individually by vac- 
cination. This should still be car- 
ried out. While traveling in Eu- 
rope recently, 1 was surprised to 
find that one member of my party 
never had had typhoid inoculation. 
She drank nothing but bottled wa- 
ter from then on—by orders.
